THE  MISSIONARY  QUESTION.

1'lie  general  awakening  created  iu 
England  by  I Edwards,  Wesley  and  Whit 
field  concerning  the  salvation  and  the 
religious  education  of  the  poor,  neglect- 
ed classes  oil  the  people,  and  the  quick 
cuing  ol  thi*  dormant  missionary  spirit 
among  the  jBaptists  of  that  country  by 
the  intrepid  lubors  of  William  Larey, 
aroused  antagonistic  sentiments  amongst 
those  people  who  gave  voice  on  the 
one  hand  td  the  criticism  or  Carey  as 
“a  dreamer  who  dreumed  that  he  had 
had  a dreatfi”;  and  brought  forth  a re- 
sponse front  the  other  side  of  the  con 
troversy  in  a determined  move  to  fill 
the  whole  earth  with  a knowledge  ol 
Jesus  Christ,  the  glory  of  God,  ‘‘as  the 
waters  cover  the  sea." 

“In  America  the  same  divergence  of 
views  amongst  Baptists  resulted  iu  ulien- 
ation  and  divisions”  which  ut  leuglL 
brought  about  organic  separation,  ajnd 
the  formation  ubout  85  years  ago  of  ^hj 
Baptists  into  two  schools  known  to  jus 
as  the  Regular  or  Missionary,  and  tjhe 
Primitive  or  Anti-missionary  Baptists. 
These  two  divisions  of  Baptists  fire 
agreed  on  all  questions  of  doctrine  aid 
church  polity,  except  in  the  matter  oi 
preaching  tljie  gospel  and  the  support  of 
the  ministry}.  The  Anti-missionary  Bap 
tists  contend  that  the  gospel  is  to  he 
preached  to  no  people  except  the  dis:i 
pies;  and  tl)at  the  preachers  must  p<r 
form  this  wbrk  without  a fixed  salaiy, 
and  that  God  will  save  by  grace  his  elect 
whom  he  has  chosen  in  Christ  before  ti  ic 
foundation  of  the  world  without  aid  >r 
interference ; from  his  disciples;  whi  c 
on  the  other:  hand,  the  Missionary  Bap- 
tists contend  that  the  gospel  is  to  ie 
preached  to  saint  and  sinner  without  di  i- 
crimination,  jind  that  our  Lord  has  mac  e j 
provisions  ifi  his  word  for  the  support 
of  his  preachers  at  the  hands  of  th  e , 
laity.

In  the  opinion  of  your  writer,  the  Ant  1 
missionaries  in  their  contention  that  Go  J s 
will  carry  oil  his  work  of  saving  souls 
by  grace  ‘‘without  the  least  instrumec  q

For  it 
i is  written:  “So  then  faith  coincth  by 
» hearing,  and  hearing  by  the  word  of 
. God.” — Bom.  10:17.  Now,  in  order 
i that  the  i>eoplcs  of  the  world  may 
1 hear  this  word  and  believe  on  the 
only  begotten  Son  of  God,  it  is  writ- 
ten: “And  he  said  unto  them,  Go 
ye  into  all  the  world,,- and  preach  the 
gospel  to  every  creature,  lie  tfinl  be 
lieveth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved; 
but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be  damn 
ed.”— Mark  16:15, 16. 

Paul  seems  to  anticipate  the  objection* 
of  our  Anti-missionary  brethren  ro  the 
preaching  of  the  gospel  to  a lost  world, 
and  meets  and  effectually  settles  the 
question  as  follows:  “For  whosoever 
shall  call  upon  the  name  of  tho  Lord 
shall  be  saved.  How  then  shall  they  call  1 
on  him  in  whom  they  have  not  believed  f 
and  how  shall  they  believe  in  him  or  j 
whom  they  have  not  heard?  and  how  i 
shall  they  hear  without  a preacher?  and  s 
how  shall  they  preach,  except  they  be  j 
sent?”— Rom.  10:13-15.  n

d lion?  And  wlicu  this  question  is  settled 
f in  the  light  of  scripture,  it  seems  to  me 
i that  the  question  ol  ministerial  support  1 
J will  be  easy  ol  solution.  For  both  ques 
) lion*  rest  upon  the  same  foundation,  and 
d must  stand  or  fall  together.  Let  us 
e therefore,  appeal  “to  the  law  uuu  to  the 
testimony.”

* The  scripture  they  so  often  auu  so 
earnestly  quote  as  their  maiu  prool  text 
is:  “ho  when  they  had  dined,  Jesus 
ouith  unto  himon  Peter,  Simon,  sou  ot 
Jouus,  lovest  thou  me  more  than  these? 
lie  suith  unto  him,  yea  Lord;  thou  know- 
est  that  1 love  thee.  He  s&ilh  upto  Uuu, 
feed  my  lambs,  lie  saitii  unto  him  aguin 
the  second  tune,  himon,  son  ot  Jonas, 
lovest  thou  me?  He  suith  unto  him,  yea, 
Lord;  thou  knowcsl  that  1 love  thee,  lie 
suith  uno  him,  feed  my  sheep.”

He  said:  “lam  not  wot  but  uutoThe 
lost  sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel.” — Matt. 
15:24.  And  again  he  said:  “And  other 
sheep  I have,  which  are  not  of  this  fold: 
them  I must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear 
my  voice:  and  there  shall  lie  one  fold, 
and  one  shepherd.” — .John  10:16.  The  ' 
parable  of  the  lost  sheep  recorded  in  the 
15th  chapter  of  Luke  shows  that  the  true 
shepherd  will  leave  the  ninety  nnd  nine 
and  go  in  search  of  the  lost  one.  The 
parable  of  the  lost  coin  recorded  in  the 
same  chapter  evidently  teaches  that  it 
is  the  lost  property  which  should  eon 
corn  us  more  deeply  than  that  which  we 
have  in  possession.

Of  all  people  that  dwell  j on  the 
earth,  there  Is  not  one  woo  uas  not 
an  Imperative  duty  to  perform.  Du- 
ties differ,  however.  There  Is  the 
duty  of  country  as  a whole;  of  fam- 
ily as  such,  of  the  commoij  pepple, 
of  the  church,  of  the  (individual 
Christian.  In  fact  each  pej*sou  nas 
his  own  responsibilities  anh  duties 
and  each  one  ought  to  bejir  fruit, 
but  since  duties  differ  thje  fruits 
must  necessarily  differ,  if  the  peo- 
ple of  any  country  snould  |do  their 
full  duty  that  country  wojuld  be- 
come very  great  Indeed.  If  the 
Christians  of  any  church  should  do 
their  full  duty,  that  church  would 
most  certainly  prosper  j greatly. 
Looking  at  the  question  thus)  we  can 
easily  see  the  responsibilities  resting 
on  the  Individual  as  to  national  pros- 
perity or  the  prosperity  jof  the 
church.  But  today  I only  [want  to 
briefly  discuss  the  duty  of  Christian 
people. 

I truly  hope  that  each  Christian 
who  reads  this  will  know  arid  recog- 
nize the  fart  that  It  Is  his  Impera- 
tive duty  to  bear  fruit  foi[  Christ 
Who  ought  to  bear  fruit  fori  Christ? 
Perhaps  many  will  say:  • bur  for- 
eign (western)  and  middle  kingdom. 
(Chinese)  pastors,  our  evangelists, 
and  Blble-women.  “but  t want  you 
to  understand  that  I do  npt  mean 
these  only.  I want  each  Christian  to 
searchingly  ask  his  own?  heart. 
"What  fruit  am  I bearing  for 
Christ?"  Each  Christian,  whether 
man  or  woman,  old  or  youn|f,  nas  a 
part  in  preaching  the  gospel  of 
Christ,  and  since  you  have  a part  In 
this  glorious  work,  be  sure  you  do 
your  whole  duty.  Truly,  it  each 
Christian  would  feel  that  he  has  a 
‘ personal  duty  to  perform  as  to 
spreading  the  gospel  of  grace,  and 
would  do  his  duty  as  to  preaching 
and  living  this  gospel,  «e  snould 
Indeed  bear  much  goodly  fruit  either 
In  adding  numbers  to  the  church  01 
giving  honor  to  Christ  in  some  other 
way. 

As  to  adding  members  to  the 
church,  the  Word  must  be  preached 
before  it  can  be  received.  After 
Jesus  ascended  to  heaven  thefe  were 
In  Jerusalem  barely  120  Christians, 
at  Pentacost  there  were  suddenly 
added  3,000  more:  and  not  long  aft- 
ofwards  we  notice  that  the  3,000 
had  Increased  to  6,000 — and  the  In- 
crease has  gone  steadily  mi  irons 
that  time  to  the  present  moment. 
The  scriptures  say  that  reter  with 
the  eleven  apostles  stood  up  and 
preached  Jesus  unto  the  men  of  Ju- 
dea and  Jerusalem. — Acts  2:14. 
Also  In  Acts  3:12  his  mighty  pteacn- 
ing  is  spoken  of.  They  preached  and 
not  many  days  hence  Samaria  re- 
verted unto  the  Lord.  And  then  not 
many  days  later  there  was  a churcn 
organized  at  Antioch.  Even  thouga 
the-  apostles  at  that  time  did  not  go 
to  these  places,  the  Bible  plainly  says 
that  those  who  were  scattered  be- 
cause of  persecution  preached  the 
gospel  aa  they  went. — Acta  8:4. 
Seeing  that  this  Is  true,  the  Increase 
J of  the  church  was  the  fruit  of  the 


Christians — and  we  may  also  say 
that  the  fruit  of  the  preached  Word 
is  always  the  increase  of  the  church

This  great  man 
the  first  Lord's  Day  went  into  the 
pulpit,  sang,  prayed  and  read  the 
scriptures  and  asked:  “Do  you  Know 
what  I shall  preach  to  you?”  They 
said:  "No,  we  do  not  know.”  He 
replied:  “That  being  the  case,  i 
shall  not  trouble  to  tell  you."  and 
he  dismissed  the  congregation  an) 
went  home.  On  the  next  Lord's  Day 
this  pastor  again  went  Into  the  pul- 
olt,  sang,  prayed,  and  read  the 

scriptures,  and  asked:  '"Do  you 

know  today  what  I shall  preach  to 
you?”  They  said:  "Yes,  we  know," 
and  he  replied:  "This  being  true. 
It  Is  still  unnecessary  for  me  to  tell 
you,"  and  he  again  dismissed  the 
congregation  and  left.  The  third 
Lord's  Day  he  as  aforetime  sang, 
prayed  and  read  the  scriptures 
and  asked  the  congregation:  "Do 

you  know  what  I shall  preach  to  you 
today?”  This  time  they  had  decided 
to  divide  Into  two  parties,  so  one 
half  said:  “We  do  not  know,"  and 
the  other  half  said:  "Yes,  we  Know. 
The  pastor  calmly  said:  “Then  you 
who  know  go  tell  those  wno  do  not 
know,”  and  as  before,  dismissed  the 
congregation  and  departed.  After  he 
had  gone,  the  people  said  among 

themselves:  "Ah!  tbs  wa»«n  our 
membership  has  not  Increased  is 
none  other  than  that  we  who  know 
have  not  been  willing  to  tell  those 
who  do  not  know."  And  because  of 
this  awakening  the  membersaip  or 
that  church  was  soon  Increased  sev- 
erald  fold.  Brethren!  Thai  your 
church  membership  does  not  in- 
crease. that  the  people  of  your  own 
village  are  not  saved.  Is  not  because 
your  pastor  does  not  earnestly  pui 
forth  spiritual  strength  In  preach- 
ing the  gospel,  but  because  you  have 
not  done  your  duty  In  .euing  wnat 
Christ  has  done  for  you — you  have 
not  told  what  you  know  to  those 
who  do  not  know.  If  each  one  of 
you  would  do  your  duty  In  telling 
of  Christ — would  be  willing  to  tell 
those  who  do  not  know — your 
church  membership  would  certainly 
Increase,  and  those  of  your  «wu  vil- 
lage come  out  on  the  Lord's  side 
because  of  your  labors.  Do  you  not 
know  that  the  fruit  of  your  labors 
la  the  Increase  in  church-mem  oer- 
ahlp — the  turning  to  eod  or  your 
own  villagers?
